Mineral turps will be available for 
general use when petrol restrictions are 
lifted. Since March dry cleaners hjivc been 
allowed to use 100 per cent, mineral turps In- 
stead of diluted with 75 per cent, kerosene. 
Result Is less odor In garments. Pure turps 
comes from pine trees, mineral from 
petroleum.
